| New Type of Aeroplane 
| comin 
‘Improved British Biplane 


Second 
Fastest Thing in the World 


A new type of aeroplane now be- 
jing used by the British at the front 
has ‘already accounted for 27 Fok- 
kers, according to a statement made 
‘by Baron Montagu. C. G. Grey, 
editor of The Aeroplane, gives the 
following description of this new 
;aerial destroyer. 

“These small fighting machines are 
distinctly a British product, having 
been introduced by the Sopwith firm 
a year or so before the war. From 
ifirst experiments they have been de- 
vloped and. fitted with more’ and 
more powerful engines, until today 
jthe British scout biplane is the fast- 
jest thing in the world except a pro- 
jjectile from < gun. The German Fok- 
|ker monoplane is a fast destroyer, 
|but its succcss is limited to some ex- 
itent,” 

“The improvement. in the British 
acroplanes may eventually have a 
considerable effect on the.air defen- 
ses of Britain. It must necessarily be 
more rapid than the improvement in 
jairships, and sitions -esidge'd it is quite 
\probable that the new types of de- 
stroyer aeroplanes may be produced 
which will make it almost impossible 
for airships t6 get away from the 
British Isles, if they ever reach 
them, 

“Improvenients 
strength and 
have been so great that they can now 
be reasonably expected to outclimb 
an airship, and the speed of the best 
acroplane always been superior 
to that of the best contemporary air- 
ship. 

“So that with these imprgvéments 
in the organization of the defense 
stations, it is not unlikely that even 
the most improved German airships 
may find it too expensive to continue 
Ito annoy the British Isles.”

Source of German Alarm 


‘Adoption of Compulsory Service by 
Great Britain Worries German 
Press 


One of the features of the lengthy | 


reviews Of the second year of the 
world war published in the German 
newspapers of the last Sunday of 
July is the serious comment upon 
the adoption of compulsory inilitary 
service in I:ngland. The Cologne 
Gazette, as quoted by the London 
Times, said in its review: 

“Among the surprises of this war 
is the fact that it has brought Eng- 
land to the introduction of universal 
military service—the 
nal revolution in England’s modern 
jhistory. Even those who knew Eng- 
land well clung to the last to the 
belief that it would not be possible 
;to force upon the English people this 
institution so antagonistic to its ftin- 
jdamental convictions. A last judg- 
ment will appreciate the full extent 
of this sacrifice, and measure thereby 
the seriousness of England’s inten- 
jtion to make Germany harmless for 
| English purposes. Nothing more 
plainly shows the immense. scrious- 
jness of the united will to destroy us 
ithan this conversion of the English 
people to universal service.” 

The Gazette goes on to say that 
the adoption of compulsion has nev- 
ertheless “been in vain.” The Frank- 
furter Zeitung also emphasizes the 
importance of compulsion in Eng- 
land, although it says that “hundreds 
of thousands are surely tolerating it 
ionly with gnashing of teeth,” 
| The Frankfurter Zeitung, in its 
jleading article, declares that it is not 
Germany that bears “the terrible guilt 
of every fresh day on which thous- 
ands die.” Germany can only “hold 
out until the hour at which the 
strength of her enemies is devoured 
in their own fire, and until the day 
when reason finally masters arro- 
gance.” The journal says that Ger- 
inany’s victory will consist in self- 
maintenance.” 

In a long article on “War Fin- 
ances” the }erankfurter Zeitung 
claims that German methods have 
proved superior; but the writer does 
not ‘say that the situation is sound. 
Dealing with- the belligerents gener- 
ally, he says that as long as. cenfi- 
dence can be maintained “the tech- 
nique of war finance holds out, espe- 
cially as paper and the printing press 
jare not only able to produce ‘money’ 
for the time, but are adsairable 
means producing a brilliant de- 
ception regarding the actual impov- 
erishment by artificially producing 
buying power and artificially ¢reat- 
ing an apparent war ‘boom,” The 
Zeitung says that the German Em- 
pire has thus fat been able to finance 
the war “almost without having re- 
course to the printing press.” It 
says that the circulation of large 
quantitics of German paper money 
in Belgium, Northern France and Po- 
land constitutes “a serious problem 
of the future.” Elsewhere in the 
same article the Zeitung says: 

“It would be a folly unworthy of a 
grown-up people to try to conceal 
the extent of the sacrifices for 
and our allies if the conclusion of 
peace were not to bring us a large 
war indemnity. But for the period of 
the war — which is what-matters as 
regards our. strength in financial 
readiness to make sacrifices and in 
,economic capacity—we can be satis- 
fied,”

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| Mortgages in the West 


|Lenders and Borrowers Confer, And 
Better Understanding on Both 
Sides Likely to Result 


or a number of ycars, says. The 
|Grain Growers’ Guide, there has been 
la good deal of criticism on the part 
lof the farmers in the West against 
jinortgage companies.  Four-fifths of 
jthe farms in the Prairie Provinces 
lare mortgaged, and it is therefore a 
| question of vital interest to the farm- 
jing Conimunity. The prevailing aver- 
age rate of interest in Manitoba on 
farm morigages is seven per cent., 
jand in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
eight per cent, and there are mort- 
gages carrying nine per cent, with 
some higher rates in outlying dis- 
tricts. 


The ,expense of foreclosure ig also 
complained of. The expenses in Al- 
berta for foreclosures on farms are 
almost double those of the other two 
provinces, running as high as $400 to 
foreclose a $1,000 mortgage on a 
quarter section, The delays are also 
very scrious in that province. Legis- 
lation makes foreclosure procecdings 
very .slow, very tedious and -very 
costly, and all the cost must. come 
out of the farmer if he has any cquity 
Icft in his property.

the land. At times it has run as high 
as $000 against a half section.. This 
is made a prior charge to the first 
mortgage, and in a number of cases 
where forcclosure proceedings have 
taken place it has been found. after 
paying off the weed charges, seed 
grain liens, destruction of gopher 
charges and other charges, the mort- 
gage companies might sustain a loss 
of several hundred dollars. 

A conference was recently. held 
between representatives of mortgage 
companies and representative wes- 
tern farmers with a view to bringing 
about a better understanding. It was 
‘soon found that a common meeting 
‘ground existed, and both parties 
agrecd in recommending that all ex- 
‘isting legislation giving Priorfty over 
;first morigages t® claims other, than 
jlegitimate taxes should be repealed, 
‘and that no future legislation of that 
nature should be enacted. This, it 
was pointed out, would tend to im- 
Prove the security given under a 
mortgage and so reduce the rate of 
\interest. It was also pointed out by 
ithe representatives of the lenders that 
there is very generally a feeling in 
| rural communities of the West ag- 
,ainst the absentee land owners, par- 
jticularly if held by a mortgage com- 
| pany, and that the levying of exces- 
sive charges against such also tends 
,to reduce the security of lenders, and 
|in this way again interest rates are 
necessarily increased. 

The conference should make for a 
| better understanding between lenders 
and borrowers.

Recruited in Great Britain 


There Are Large Numbers of Them 
Who Escaped Service in Their 
Own Country

A middle way has been found to- 


ward solution of the problem of what 
to do with many thousands of Rus- 
sian and Polish Jews who are living 
in Britain, having escaped mili- 
tary service in the Czar’s army, an 
not coming under the British con- 
scription laws.

A responsible com- 
mittee of leading Russian Jews, Sir 
Herbert announces, has been formed 
l|which will conduct an active recruit- 
ing campaign in London and -other 
centres among: the foreign Jewish 
people and definite inducements will 
be held out to them yoluntarily to 
enlist.

Increasing Storage Capacity 


More Elevators Are Being Built to 
Handle the Western Crops 
The Grain Growers’ Grain Co., a 
farmers’ organization whose activit- 
ies extend over the provinces of Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
has let the contract for the erection 
of a new storage elevator at Fort 
William, with a 300,000 bushel capac- 
ity. Fort William already has 19 
elevators, with a total storage capac- 
ity of 26,940,000 bushels, of which 
two clevators already belong to or 
are leased by the Grain Growers’ 

Grain Company. 

The Saskatchewan Co-operative 
Elevator Company, another farmers’ 
organization, intends building this 
year as many as possible of the 30 
new elevators which it has had in 
contemplation for some time past, 
one of which is a terminal elevator 
of 2,500,000 bushels capacity, and for 
which it expects to have sufficient 
liquid capital to pay out of its own 
funds without. borrowing. Three 
large interior terminal elevators were 


completed by the Canadian Govern- | 
ment last summer, at Calgary, Sas-} 


katoon and Moose Jaw, with a ca- 
pacity of 2,500,000 bushels in the first 
case and 3,500,000 bushels each in 
the other two. A certain amount of 
last year’s crop was handled at these 


three points. This year, however, 
will sec that amount greatly aug- 
mented, 


A new feature will mark the hand- 
ling of the 1916 Western Canadian 
grain crop. Anticipating the west- 
ward movement of grain to the Pa- 
cific coast and thence through the 
Panama Canal, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment has erected a large elevator 
at Vancouver, B.C., through which it 
is not idle to suppose a proportion of 
the grain shipments destined for Fu 
rope will this year pass. This new 
elevator has just been taken off the 
contractors’ hands by the Dominion 
Grain Commission. 

At the end of April, 1915, the total 
elevator capacity of Western Canada, 
according to the joint tariff publish- 
ed by the Canadian railways, was 
148,435,000 bushels. With the addi- 
'tions made that are referred to above 
land others that have not been an- 
| nounced, it is safe to assume that 
this year the elevators of Western 
Canada will be capable of storing 
155,000,000 bushels. ‘The- flour mill- 
ing capacity of the country in the 
summer of 1915 was 59,000 barrels 
per day and a corresponding increase 
in this direction is also to be looked 
for,

The tempo of victory will un- 
doubtedly be pretty slow, at least un- 
til the fighting is resumed on _ the 
final and largest scale in Spring. As 
for the cost — 1 am referring now, of 
course, to casualties — it must -cer- 


tainly be terriffic by comparison with | 


all previous British precedents, and 
there is no quainter German delusion 
than that Britaip will not stand the 
sacrifice. 

Now, just on account of the faults 
which make it so hard to get the 
people of this country fairly going 
for war, they are by temperament as 
well built to stand moral and physi- 


cal strain as any people in the world. | 


‘The more they suffer in a manner 
so strange to’ ‘them;-the more cool, 
clear-minded, tenacious and deadly 
they will be.

This crime was almost more stupid 
than either of the others. It filled 
up the cup. 

There is always in England a strain 
of sentimental idealism on which 
Germany, by a more clever and 
plausible policy, might have worked 
to the deep prejudice of British na- 
tional interests. But the enemy has 
eliminated for us what we thought 
at the beginning might eventually be 
our greatest national danger. 

The murder of Captain-Fryatt ex- 
tniguished the last faint lingering 
possibility of a weak peace. In that 
respect a curious thing has happen- 
ed, France, which longed for a 


speedy end a year ago, is preparing | 


as a matter of course for a third 
winter campaign and another 
fighting. 

Britain has simply put aside all 
speculation about the duration of the 
war. Our people from top to bottom 
are determined now to make a clean 
thing. There is no more talk of 
“clenching teeth” or “setting jaws” 
or of anything like that. There is no 
further need of such conscious ex- 
pression. The mood I describe is en- 
tirely noiseless and automatic, To 
bring home to the German mind any 
sense of what that means would be 
impossible, 

That is why I say that the killing 
has only begun, and that the final 
stage of the war will be by far the 
bloodiest. lt will last for nine 
months or twelve or a little more un- 
til the central empires go under,—

Printing Known Long Before Caxton

“As in many places, the “German 


dug-outs are proving very useful,” 
writes an officer, “They receive every 
|sort of compliment from our soldiers, 
who, in their own idiom, daily throw 
jat the enemy the old, old proverb: 
Sic vos, non vobis aedificatis—Fritz 
|built not for himself but for Tommy. 
‘It was a shame to take them away,’ 
said one; and another, ‘Fritz will be 
getting homesick.’ “One of the QOvil- 
lers ‘homes’ has fifty beds in it. It 
is a mansion or a barracks or a fort. 
We have never dug such places; per- 
haps because we were lazier, perhaps 
because we felt that we had taken 
only a short lease, The trenches here 
have peculiar interest, as we and the 
enemy both occupy the old German 
front line, which we attack daily from 
itself, moving up and along, never 
ifrontally, The method is necessary 
to the position, but is not all advant- 
‘age, for the Boche had foreseen even 
{this und made arrangements. to 
;sweep, rake, or enfilade the captured 
| passages of his own house. And a 
labyrinth is not .easier to thread 
|Trom the side than the front.” 


A ajor of an English battalion, 
speaking to a war carrespondent 
about the documents found among 
ithe dead and prisoners remarked: 
“Perhaps you've heard of those docu- 
ments, or some of them, found on 
|different prisoners, showing the de- 
spairing chits sent by German com- 
panics in the line to their different 
headquarters in the rear, begging 
jor reinforcements—Company reduc- 
jed to nine men and one officer; bat- 
talion reduced to twenty men and 
three officers, and that sort of thing, 
|That’s worth paying for, you know, 
jand what's more, it can’t possibly 
be got without paying. The whole 
thing is very different from Loos; I 
know that. We're getting an infin- 
jitely better run for our money, 

“Oh, it’s totally different from all 
| the ether shows; there’s not a shad- 
ow of doubt about that. This is give 
land take fighting, in which we gain 
on balance all, the time. We are 
gaining in ground; but that's a small 
thing to the ; man- 
|power and morale.”
